Pittsburg. July 18.— Th« leaders ot 
til* Amalgamftted uiociaUon are eri- 
iently expecting some coup by the 
rombine, and while they express con- 
fidence in the strength of their organ- 
iiatioa, tkere is an undercurrent of 
aBeaslness. Heretofore the strike has 
kMB plain sailing, but there la aa im- 
pression that the gtfge of battle thrown 
down at McKeesport and Olassport is 
•bout to b« up in no aaotrtaln 
fashion. 

Assistant Secretary M. F. Tighe 
■aid: "Reasoning purely along line 
ot former strikes, It does not seem un- 
likely that the trust may try to start 
Painters' or even more mills with 
nonunion men as a preliminary test of 
str«ngth, but 1 do not think it will be 
successful. If such a thing Is tried, 
of course the police will figure as 
guards. There the danger lies." Man- 
ufacturers who are conversant with 
the situation declare that the work- 
ers will soon weaken and that the 
United States Steel- corporation is 
waiting until the men are ready to go 
to work. 

Trustee John Pierce of the Amal- 
gamated assooiation orR;anized a lodge 
of workmen at the Glassport plant of 
the American Steel Hoop company. 
This Is considered another victory by 
strikers, since this mill has been non- 
Vnion since it was opened. It is re- 
ported that the lap and butt welders 
of the National Tube works of Mr- 
Keesport, as well as the pipe cutters, 
are to be organised by the Amalga- 
mated, perhaps on Sunday neat With 
these departments well organised, the 
association will be In snrh shape to 
completely tie up the big plant If it 
desires. 

While the company at the Wells- 
Tllle mill received the aeoeaalon- of a 
few men from the ranks of the strik- 
ers, the number Is not yet large 

enough to justify the mill In starting 
up in full. In the meantime the Amal- 
gamated men are keeping a constant 
watch upon the mill and all the ave- 
Bvea that lead to It Pickets have 
been thrown out along the streets and 
at the railroad stations, so that noth- 
ing will escape the vigilance of the 
strikers if the company should bring 
•ay saw men In. 

Strikers Wary. 
At Deweese Wood mill In McKees- 
port, ever>thiiin is as before. From 
unofficial sources claiming to he ron- 
Torsant with the company's plans, it 
to said the management have no in- 
tention of resuming the operation of 
plant at present. Nevertheless the 
strikers are wary and evidently don't 
believe this, because tliey continue to 
patrol the streets (or the purpose of 
keeping their eyes oo aay one going 
towards the mill. 

, At Vandergrlft and Duficansville. 
the men appear to be entirely satis- 
fied and work is going on there as 
usual. All the efforts of the Amalga- 
mted assoelatlon to get the men out 
taTo so ffer bora fatllo. 

Reports are rife that the United 
■tates corporation will shortly make 
•a affort to Ftart up Painter's mill of 
the American Hoop company in this 
city. Emissaries are said to have been 
•■eng the idle operatives of that 
plant for the purpose of Inducing 
them to come back and help In the re- 
sumption of the mill. The result of 
this report has caused the Amalga- 
mated men to redouble their vigilance 
•t Ibis point and they will do every- 
thlaf In their power to frustate the 
object of the eompany. 

One of the most signlflcent devel- 
opments of the strike is the order 
of the National Steel company to have 
the former rail mill of that company 
la Toungatown ntted for rail rolling 
again. The fact that the National 
Steel eompahy Is thus prepariaf to 
change its rail production and shut 
off its steel bar and billet production 
is taken as an Indication that the of- 
ficials of the United States steel cor- 
poration are anticipating no early set- 
tlement of the present strike, but are 
rather looking for wmo eoaaiderable 
delay in operating tiM WlXiB. The 
plant is nonuni on. 

Charleston, W. Va. July It.-Judge 
Jackson of tho United States oourt 
kaard the contempt proceedings 
ggyast the miners from Thacker, 
mwtag Mt of the recent strike in the 
•Ml mlBsa tkere. The eoaUmpt csm 
for violation of Injunction was dis- 
missed. The injunction waa made per-

BHTECT ITLLEP. 

Jsploalaa -of PetroleaMU oa Board aa 
Aaserleaii Pehooaer. 

Stockholm. Sweden. July 23. — An 
explosion of petroleum on board the 
American schooner Louise Adelaide, 
CapUIn Orr. which left Philadelphia 
April S4, and Portland, Me., June 4 for 
Stockholm, in the harbor here, rc 
aulted in the death of Captain Orr. 10 
memboft of the aehooaer'a erew and 
four Swedish customs ofllclals. Two of 
the Adelaide crew escaped The ex- 
plosion set the schooner afire and the 
blazing petroleum enveloped the ves- 
sel and those on board. 

The cargo of the Louise Adelaide 
constated of 2,141 barrels of naptha, 
1,600 barrels of rrude petroleum and 
220 barrels of refined petroleum, a to- 
tal of 206,188 gallons. Captain Orr 
had been in command of the vessel 
for about IS yeara. Ho reaided at 
Portland. 

The Louise Adelaide was built at 
Yarmouth. Me., in 1SS2. She was 154 
feet long, 34 feet beani and 12 feet 
deep, and registered f.72 tons- She 
was owned by Bdgar Orr of Portland, 
Maine. 

Work of a Tornado. 
Clnclaaatl, July 23.— A thunder- 
storm which brought relief to the heat 
stricken populace here, passed across 
the river and assumed cyclonls pro- 
portions and left a trail of destruc- 
tion in its wake. Fences, trees, barns 
and outbuildings from Newport east 
to Fort Thomas and aouth into the 
state for a considerable distance were 
leveled. The frame house of John 
Schiader near Fort Thomas was over- 
turned and his wife and lO-yearold 
daughter were seriously injured. 
Schrader and his other daughter es- 
caped uninjured. Mra. Schrader to in 
a precarious condition. 

Relief Only Temporary. 
Waahlngton, July 23. — The weather 
bureau officials find nothing In the 

c limatological conditions to justify 
any prediction of change of tho tem- 
perature in the heated section of the 
country. The principal weather bu- 
reau stations In the middle Mississip- 
pi valley generally reported somewhat 
lower temperatures, but the forecast- 
ers say that this change is In a.- prob- 
ability only temporary and might have 
been raiised by a slight variation of 
the wind. At St Louia and other 
points in the west the oSci^l ther- 
mometer showed a decline.

Monterey, Tenn., July 2S. — ^The poo* 
se from Naahville to re-enforce the 

revenue raiders ^engaged in Saturday's 
battle reached here under command 
of Revenue Agent Chapman and Unit- 
ed States Marshal Overal. They found 
the region quiet and Information con- 
cerning the moonshiners hard to ob- 
tain. Nothing definite could be learn- 
ed of the several mountaineers sup- 
posed to have been wounded or of 
their recent movtnientB. Thomas 
Price, the wounded deputy marshal, 
is still allv.e. but can live but a abort 
time.

Washington, July 23.— William H. 

Hunt, the present secretary of Porto 
Rico, has li( ( n selected to succeed 
Governor (".k i Ii s H. Allen upon the 
retirement of the latter from the con- 
sular government Oovernor Allen 
brought with him to Boston all of his 
household effects when he came from 
San Juan, and he does not expect to 
return to Porto Rico. The formal an 
nouncenif'nt of tlie selection of Gov- 
ernor Hunt is withheld until the reg- 
ular appointment is made, and this 
cannot be before the expiration of the 
leave of Oovernor Allen next Septem- 
ber. 

William H. H\mt was born in New 
Orleans, .Nov. is.')7, and is the 

fouith son of late William Henry Hunt 
of I.iOul8iana, who was secretary of 
the navy in the (•al)inets (if Presidents 
Oarlii'iil iind Arthur and minister to 
Ku^^sia. .Judge Hunt received his edu- 
cation at Vale college, but on accouut 
of ill health did not finish his course, 
la 1896 Yale conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of master of arts. 
When 27 V' ars of ago. he was (>lec t( 1 
attorney general of the territory of 
Montana, lie subsequently moved to 
Helena in 1889. was elected a mem- 
ber of the legislature, where he served 
as chairman of the Judiciary commit- 
tee. He v.-as a member of the con- 
stitutional i-oTivention in 1884 which 
framed the constitution when it was 
ailmitted to the union and also held 
Important Judiciary posltlona In Mon- 
tana. When Oovernor Allen went to 
Porto Rico he was requeated by Pres- 
ident McKlnley to become secretary 
of thi- island to assist Cinvc tnur .\llen 
in organizing the civil government. 

Free Trade With Porte Rico. 

Free trade between the United 
States and Porto Rico will be p.o 
claimed Tliuisilay. ,\tt()rn< y Ci n< id 
Knox is preparing the prcjclaniatiuns 
which will be Issued. Two proclama- 
tions will be issued, the first declaring 
the establishment of elTii government 
la Porto Rico and the second the es- 
tablishment of free trade between the 
United stales and thf* island. 

Although cdvll government has ei- 
isted for many months In Porto Kic (/. 
Oovernor Allen, up to the time he 
went to Canton on Sunday, purposely 
withheld the formation of that fact 
from the president, in order that the 
mum \ s cc)li«'cted under the Forakfr 
act might not be placed at the diF- 
posal of the Porto Ricaa lesislature. 
but could continue to be used for the 
benefit of the Island under the direc- 
tion of the president. The effec t of an 
earlier notitieation would have been a 
proclamation by the pr' silcit recog- 
nizing the establishment of civil gov- 
ernment and the turning over to the 
insular treasury for the use of the 
legislature of all moneys thereafter 
collected under the Foraker act

Washington, July 23.— Special Com 
Vlssioner Rockhill at Peking has 
telegraphed the state department an- 
nouncing that a plan for the payment 
of the Indemnity to the powers by the 
Chinese government Anally had bee i 
adopted.

routes Kentucky shows a marvelous lack 
of oatorprise. While the systom to pre- 

greeeinff rapidly in the Northern Sfatep, 
and is proving moet satisfactory wiier- 
ever introduced, the figures show that 
Kentucky is making little effort to make 
uee of a valuable privilege. For instance, 
Ohio has :SOt) rontt^e and KM applications 
pending; Indiana has 368 routes and 
twice as many pending. Kentucky has 
only thirteen routes and only thirty-nine 
applications pending. While this >Sute 
of affairs shows a grievous laek of public 
epirit, it may he attributed to some ex- 
tent to the lack of information regarding 
the system, and the manner la whieh lu- 
ral delivery is secured. 

A petition descriptive of tiie proposed 
route is forwarded to the Congressman 
of the district, and after indorsement by 
him is eent tothe Postotiice Department. 
It is then referred to ttie special agent 
in charge of on* of the six districts, and 
by him referred to a subordinate agent 
for invcBtigation and report. In event of 
a favorable recommendation from him 
the petition is signed by the proper of- 
ficials and tlie route if- put into operation. 
The (lueetion of rural delivery is closely 
connected with tho good roads agitation 
whicii is attracting so much attention 
juet now. Good roaJa are a ueceseary 
adjunct to the permanence of the eyt'tem, 
as the department insists that all high- 
ways over which carriers ipaes be kept in 
perfect condition.

I.nndon. July 2"^. — The presentation 
of the fieedom of the city of London 
to Lord Milner of Cape Town at the 
Guidhall was made the occasion ht an- 
other jingo demonatratlsn in favor of 
the war in South Africa and the policy 
of the government Joaeph Chamber- 
lain, the colonial secretary': the Duke 
of Devonshire, president of the coun- 
cil and other catjinct ministers. Lord 
Cromer, Biitish consul general la 
Egypt, and Sir Claude MacDonald. 
former British minister to China, woro 
among those on the platform. 

Lord Milner in a speech, said tho 
comprlmising of the settlement of the 
South African situation by injudlciuu.s 
concess ons must not be thought of. 
nor should the risk of a popular ris- 
ing be run by treating deliberate and 
crime-stained treaaoa as a venial' of- 
fense. The speaker said there was an 
immense difference between the stout 
old liuifiliers of the late republic and 
the "roving rulflans," harrowing their 
fellow Mritish subjects of Cape Col- 
ony. While It was resolved to treat 
the old burghers, when the war waa 
over, with fairness and even generos- 
ity, (onvineliiK tliem that tliougli they 
had lost their independeno', ttiey had 
not lost their freedom, continued Lord 
Milner, the loyalists in South Africa 
who had shown auch splendid devo- 
tion to the empire and the work of 

reconstruction already going OB, 
should not bu alieuated. 

The King to American Flunkeys. 

London, July 2:!.— .Much gossip in 
American and Kii^lisli soeietv has 
bei n I aus-'il by tlie |ji m at mu to 
King Edward, by some American la- 
dies of the hospital ship Maine com- 
mittee, of a medal commemorative of 
the Maine's work, with a recjuest that 
the king tratismit the medal to Queen 
Alexandra. The king's reply to the 
delegation which made the presr^nta- 
tion, is causing some comment, as Le 
thanked the American committee for 
their "loyal, dutiful sentiments," aa 
he did the Kansas legislature in an- 
swerinj; th.'ir telegram of condolence 
on the iiu( • n s death, and as he also 
thaniced tli ■ committee for bringing 
their vaiuaiile services to a culmiaar 
tioa by presenting the ship to the gov- 
ernment, whereas this was done sole- 
ly by Bernard H. Baker of Baltimore.

Milwaukee, July 2;<. — The conven- 
tion of the grand lodge of the B.^nev.i- 
lent and l'rcneeti\e Order of Elka 
opened here. The opening exerclaea 
consisted mainly of informal addreas- 
ea. Charles H. Hamilton of Milwau- 
kee presided. Mayor David S. Rose 
welcomed he quests and Jud., j 
Jerome K. K.sher, grand exalted luler, 
responded. Giand Exalted Ruler Fish- 
er presented his report which showed 
that during the paat year 113 new 
dlspenaationa had been granted, and 
that now tliere were 7,275 lodges hav- 
ing a menibeiship of G.OO'l. show ins; an 
increase since the last convenion of 
per cent. The order had coi- 
tributed 817.U41 to the Galveston fund. 
The financial condition of the grand 
lodge showed a balance oa hand la 
th3 treaaury of |30,000.

The fact 
an auc'ioo market sets the price and re- 
tains it, especiallv so when the trust can 
be made to continue an auction buyer, 
sbouhi l>e strong! enoiiuh evidence of the 
good ctlicea of an auction market. If 
all the Kentucky growers of tobacco 
would ri'fiise to sell to the trn.Bt in the 
country this winter the price of tobacco 
wouM be three cents a pound higher, if 
half of them would do this the price 
would be close to 2 cents a pound hii^her 
than last season, and the effect of even 
a f mailer proportion than this would be 
beneficially felt. We wonder why the 
Kentucky farmer is not willing to try it 
anyhow.
